The average num­ 
ber of miles traveled by each freight car in the first four 
months of this year has exceeded all previous records and 
is almost 20% greater than in a corresponding period of any 
of the years immediately preceding. As there were not 
many new cars added to the service because of old ones 
being retired, the increase of almost 20% was really equiva­ 
lent to something like 425,000 over the number cl cars in

The movement of freight has been so heavy during the 
early part of 1923 that the supply of cars would have beep 
inadequate if cars had not moved faster and further.
